AVitn the most sincere desire to see 
Mr. Mackenzie's government have a 
fair start, we recognized at the tire t 
glance the fact that his railway policy 
would never meet with acceptance in 
British Cohunbia and Manitoba, and 
our opinion has been fully veritied by 
the -action of the people of Victoria.

(Hear 
Hea-.) iPeople had told him get the 
money anyway yog can, a?id Jet ua have 
a road. Ho maintained that the road 
■would pay 15 per cent per annum. Im- 
migritio.i wj.il I bj u^oles< unless tlie 
road. was built, and if it was not done 
they had all better sell out aud go to Ja- 
pan. 

Ml-. Smith was astonished to hoar his 
loquacious friend from Lillooet apeak 
against this work. 

Mr. McCreight thought some adequate 
reabon should bo shown why thit road 
■hpdlU be construc;e I. It would probably 
cost acme .3 or SiOO,000 to make, and 
^&,600 a year to repair. What were the 
advantages to be gained by the construc- 
tion of the work? Uattlo oould not. come 
down we were told. Let a cattlo trail be 
made. As to produc, would not any man 
piufer to put his produce into a canoe 
rather than into a cart? Ho thought the 
%el4tleman who spoke of looking at the 
question from a New We tm uster stand- 
iioiut, let the cat out of the bag. As the 
senior inombor for Lillooet said, it won't 
op;)u1up}anytliiag. Cross roadi might. It 
would only be of use for two or three 
months in'the ye.-ir. We know what the 
Cariboo road cost to keep up, and this 
would cost as much. As to circulating 
moioy in tliii or that district, it was a false 
prin(;iple for if that was to be the way of 
things it would be the best way to give 
up voting nionoy at all. 

Mr. Huniplierys said a cattlo trail and a 
good one was wanted, but the question 
■was wlietlier it was woi-th while to sacri- 
fice .$47,000 a ye.ir to m iko a wagon road 
■which wag not wanted ami whicli would 
coat §30,000 a year tomoiutain.and all be- 
cause gentlemen assert in a hazy way that 
it will open up the country. If it was 
said it was nocos'^ary for the farmers of 
Chilli->vlia.:k or .Sum is;! it was ridiculous. 
The river w.as a better and cheaper high- 
"Way than they could l)uilil. 

' Mr. Hughes said the road would not 
cost as much 03 ^tated, and that there 
would he little or ao blasting. The ac- 
commodation afforded by stcanisramount- 
ed to notlii:ig. Tao 'rloam 'n were oft n 
gone when the farmer got to the landing. 

Mr. ItoljHon said, four year? ago ho had 
urged that a wagon road from New West- 
minstor to Yale should bo included in the 
tonus of Union, and succeeded; but now 
the Province was asked to build it. The 
ditVerenca between asking Canada t.i 
do it and asking British Columbia to 
borrow money to do it was groat. Ho did 
not believe that we should ho justillud in 
makiu,'Ja nad tiiat would cost ^400. 000, 
believing that a good cattle trail could bo 
made for §25,000 and that was what was 
mo 4 wanted at pre seat. 

The House here adjourned till 11 on

He believed that 
tiio Dominion Uovornmeut alone weife to 
blame; but hoped that the lopal Uovern- 
menttWottld tikei' afohi'ilteps; as'^weuldr 
proYont a like iniuBtioe being done ih la- 
ture. But in the District of Yale a still 
gieator grievance existed; and ho express- 
ed surprise that the members for tho Dis- 
trict had not called tho attention of the 
Government to the matter. In the year 
1872 ft liberal franchise was established, 
giving the'right to every British subjects 
to vote after ii aix'montlis' residence; but 
instead of acting under that law the Gov- 
ernment officers took upon themselves 
the responsibility of completely ignoring 
it, and issued instructions to the coUoct- 
ti>rs under tho provisions of the old Act. 
In the polling division in which he lived 
over forty.new names wore added to tho 
list;batto their utter astonishment when 
they went to vote the right was denied 
them, tho list for 1873 having been set 
aside on account of irregularity — the 
Government never having held a Court of 
Kevision— and that for 187iJ adoptml, 
thus disfranchisingover ono third of the 
District. This he considered to bo a 
matter of grave importance and demand- 
ed the immediate attention of the House. 

Mr. Humphreys said that it appeared 
to him that gross irregularities or neglect 
existed oomowhere. The blame must 
rest with the Governmout. He favored 
thoappointment of a Select Committee to 
investigate the matter. Ho knew that 
some of the best known and most re- 
spectable prrsons had been struck oil the 
votora' list. 

Mr. Walkom agreed that great irregu- 
larities existed; but the Government 
could uot take cognizance of the matter 
until it was brought to tho notice of the 
House or they would run the risk of 
being aooasedof tampering with the elec- 
tions. 

Mr. Bobsob said some member ought 
to move an amendment to tho resolution 
before tho House in order to briag the 
matter properly before them.

HoMoi-CLT', Feb. -ith. 187-1. 

It becomes onr sorrowful duty to nn- 
nounce tbo death nf His ^lajcsty Lunalilo 
the King of the Hawaiian I-tlaud. His 
.Majesty es[)ired at bin town residence <if 
Haimoripo, adjoining lolani palace, nt 
precisely ten minutes before nino o'olooli 
last evening. 

Tliere were present in the bed-chamber 
tho attending pliysicians, the Hon. Mrs. 
Uishop; Hi.s Hishoi'SH C Kanaina, the 
King's father; Horex K. Kociikulani, Ili.-i 
Ex. Robert Stirling. Minister of i'iuaiioi', 
and the Hou. Mrs. N,iea. The anuonnco- 
incnt of the death of the King, though it 
will be received hy tho nation with aenti- 
menis of profound sorrow, was not unex- 
pected. Ever siiieo his arrival from Ha- 
waii on the 18th nit.. His Majesty bad 
been gradually sinliing under the ravages 
of a puliuoimiy di.'-cnse. All that me- 
dical skill ooiihf do was in vain, 

The Inte King WaS born on tuo Slst of 
Jan. 1835, nnd con sotiuently entered his 
fortieth vcar four davs ago, llo ascended 
the throno Jan. 8tb IHTi). 

The body of his late mnjesty will lie in 
state in lolani Palaco to-day, between the 
hours of 10 a. in. and 'J p. m. 

Thus, for a second time, within a period 
of fourteen months, in the Th rone left 
without an occupant, for his late JIajesty 
like his iiredecessor Kamehumaha. the 
Fifth, failed to nominate - or proclaim a 
successor.
